VOCATIONAL TRAINING,

“ With the onrush of legislators in 
the Kimball house lobby Monday 
night, the capital removal bill, the 
attack on-the state 8 agricultural 
department and the abolishment of 
several stage boards and offices 
loomed up as centering points of 
the most prominent legislative bat- 
“les of the coming session, each 
peing injected into the speakership 
race. 

One of the interesting develop- 
ments in the contest between the 
Farm Bureau federation and state 
agricultural school, on one side, and 
the department of agriculture con- 
troversy was the disclosure that*a 
_determined fight will be waged to 
4iscontinue the service of farm dem- 
onstration agents in each county 
by the refusal to renew appropria- 
, tions for the work. 

This contest, it was stated, will 
come up when the question of ap- 
‘propriattons for the college of ag- 
riculture is reached, At present, 
this institution receives $260,000 
annually through co-operation of 
the government with the United 
Atates department of agriculture 
under the Smith-Lever bill. The 
state appropriates $130,000 and the 
federal government meets this 
amount, dollar for dollar. 

Cancel Federal Fund. 


This fund is devoted largely to 
the maintenace of the farm demon- 
stration department with its num- 
ber of agents working in Georgia 
counties, it is understood. Should 
the general assembly refuse to re- 
new its appropriation, it is pointed 
out, the Smith-Lever fund would be 
cancelled and offices of farm dem- 
onstration agents abolished. 

Should this procedure prove suc- 
cessful, it is proposed to switch the 
» $180, 000 to meet an equal fund of 
the federal gavernment appropriat- 
ed under the Smith-Hughes fund for 
vocational education. 

It is possible that a larger appro- 
priation may be proposed for the 
state. Through this fund, voca- 
tional education would be estab- 
lished in the high schools through- 
out the state. This would provide 
for extension work on a larger and 


more thorough scale, it was aS- 


serted. 
While no official announcement 


has been made as to the sponsore 
of this proposal, it is known that 
Representative C.. H. Kittrell, of 
Laurens, and other members of the 
house have made an extensive study

Theory of € Bolahevik Pirates 
Given Credence as Vessels 
Strangely Vanish.

Washington, June 20.—Shades of 
Captain Kidd, the flying Dutchman 
and all the evil omens of the deep 
have descended upon Washington 
with the mysterious disappearance 
of three shipe, with their crews, and 
the wreck of another vessel, with 
its crew reported to have been cap- 
tured by pirates. 

That portion of the Atlantic sea- 
board off Cape Hatteras takes rank 
with the Spanish main in the tales 
of missing ships which have come to 
the attention of the department of 
commerce and which are now 
under investigation by the _ state 
department of justice. Pirates, 
red flags, stolen treasure and even 
seagoing parrot figure in the mys- 
tery which begins with*the tale of 
the Carol Deering. 

This vessel, a five-masted schoon- 
er, wae found recently dashing her- 
self to pieces off Diamond oals, of 
North Carolina. Her crew had aban- 
doned, but all her sails were set, as 
though halted abruptly in the midst 
of a voyage. 

Message In ,. Bottle. 

Sometime afterward a bottle was 
picked up on a North Carolina 
} beach, the bottle containing a mes- 
sage signed by one of the crew and 
declaring that all hands had been 
seized by another vessel. 

This information was supplement- 
ed Monday when Secretary Hoover 
announced that the bureau of navi- 
gation in hie department was at- 
tempting ‘to trace three coasting 
vessels wirich had dfBappeared from 
the face of the sea. All of them, 
Hoover said, were “lost” in calm 
seas and clear weather within the 
past two months. 

One report is that the pirates 
were of bolehevik persuasion and 
represented a group of seamen who 
had planned, at the first opportu- 
nity to run _ up red fidgs on their 
ships and hie for a Russion port. 

For Foreign Ports. 

Details are meager, but it has 
been suggested officially that at 
least one of the crews from the mis- 
sing ships mutinied and turned pi- 
rates. In this event, it le believed 
they may have captured the crew 
of the Carol Deering, and with the 
three vessels in charge set sail for 
foreign ports. 

One of the missing boats 
Hewitt, was a 5,000-ton steamer 
sailing from Sabine, Tex., for Bos- 
ton with a cargo of sulphur @nd a 
crew of forty-one men. The last 
time she wirelesséd her position she 
was 229 miles southeast of Cape 
Hatteras. 

Since the Hewitt’s disappearance, 
another vessel, out of New Orleans, 
with a corgo of cotton for a New 
England port, 
off Cape Hatteras. This was a month 
ago. No word has been received 
from her since. 

Signature Verified. 

The third mystery is that of a 
freighter ‘which cleared from Nor- 
folk with a cargo of wheat. She 
was heard from last off the Vir- 
gifiia Capes.

Washington, June 20.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—Centrali- 
zation of power in federal bureaus, 
commissions and committees has 
gone so far and is showing a ten- 
dency to go so much farther that 
Washington stops to catch 
its breath and wonder “whither are 
we headed?” 

It’salongecry from the principles 
outlined by the champions of state 
rights to the chronic call for fed-|- 
eral regulation of this, that or the 
other. And egtirely regardless of 
party line, there has steadily grown 
a shagp division between those fa- 
voring and opposed to a continuance 
of the policy’of federal control. 

As expressed on the floor of the 
senate recently, the government has 
already undertaken to regulate 
everything, from the “making of shoe 
buttons to the size of toothpicks.” 


Thereis a distinct tendency teward 


government regulatign, perhaps oc- 


jcasioned by the. numerous bureaus 


established during the war, many of 
which have been continued. 
Strong Undercurrents. 

But, on the other hand, there is a 
great undereurrent of opposition to 
any such usurpation of what many 
consider the duty of the state to 
regulate. And entirely aside from 
the question of federal Versus state 
control, there are many who belfeve 
the 
adage, “Less government in busi- 
fiess.” 

The packer bill has been passed 
in one form or another by both the 
house and the senate. The grain 
futures bill has passed the house. 
The coal regulation bill is now be- 
fore the senate. The Townsend road 
bill is soon to be considered by the 
house. The matter of a federal in- 
vestigation of the West Virginia- 
Kentucky. border coal strike has 
been approved by the senate.

INDICT WILLIAMS 
“AND THREE SONS 


Jasper County Farmer and 
Boys Are Charged With 
“Conspiracy to Violate 
Peonage Laws.” 


John S. Williams, owner of the 


1 Jasper county “murder farm,” sen- 


tenced to a life-term on the state 
farm for murder, and his three 
fugitive sons, Marvin, Huland and 
Leroy, were jointly indicted by the 
federal grand jury Monday morn- 
ing for *‘ conspiracy to violate the 
peonage law,” 

Just what change the indictment 
will make the actual status of 
the case is causing no little epec- 
ulation in federal building circles. 
It cannot affeot Williams, since 
only a new trial with a death 8sen- 
tence could be worse punishment 
than that he is now facing, unless 
he should: oabtain a new trial and 
be acquitted. And since the three 
sons are fugitives from justice in 
order to evade trial in the state 
courts on murder charges, it is 
thought by many that the return- 
ing of the true bills will serve 
asx only aS a matter of court rec- 
ords. 

The session of the grand jury 
was an unusually busy one, a total 
of-17 true bills being returned out 
of the 19 submitted, Two wo-bills 
were returned against alleged liq- 
uor dealers.

circles. In. the first place, there is 
the presence of that sweetly allit- 
erative summer solstice. Then we 
hear that summer begins officially 
with the rising of this 'morning’s 
sun. Not only that, but this is the 
longest day in the year. We caught 
Mr. von Herrmann over the tele- 
phone.while he was away from his 
graphs and ometers, and therefore 
we are not able to report the exact 
length of the day. 
, Naturally, a lot of things will 
happen on a day so much longer 
than its fellows. Things of a happy 
nature, however, for there is not so 
much night to entertain mtrders, 
riots and home-brew parties. 

By the way, the longest day in 
the year 1921 is scheduled to be 
celebrated’ by thund@ershowers. They 
are not due to last all day, how- 
ever, but are classed in that” sur- 
prising category known as ,“Inter- 
-mittent.” 

While dispensing the information 
about the longest day in the year, 
and all that, Mr. von Herrmann took 
occasion to speak a few words about 
the Pons-Winnecke comet, which is 
said to be considering a brief visit 
to the neighborhood of the earth. 

“Yes, I’ve heard a great many peo- 
ple talking about that comet,” said 
Mr. von Herrmann. “It was discov- 
ered by a man named Winnecke on 
its last visit within telescope shot 
of earth. It is a big, flaming, neb- 
ulous body, with a tail about a 
million miles or so long—as is usual 
with comets. It’s a pity it won’t be 
visible to the naked eye, because 
you’d enjoy seeing it. 

‘“The astronomers say that there’s 

a chance for the comet to influence 
the weather conditions, and that 
perhaps the celestial visitor will] 
come close enough for the earth to 
pass through its tail. THis, they be- 
lieve, will give the earth a shower 
of meteorites—bits» of cosmic duet 
which come within the influence of 
the earth’s gravity and iggite by 
friction with the atmosphere. 

“But I don’t believe the comet will 
affect our weather, and I have small 
hopes for any unusual heavenly 
fireworks, because a few years ago 
the earth went clean through the 
tail of Halley’s comet, and nobody 
would have known it unless the pa- 
pers had told them.”

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GREAT AIR FLEET 
WILL BEGIN TESTS 
IN BOMBING TODAY 


Scores of U. S. Naval 
Planes to Attack Ex- 
German U-Boat With 
Showering ‘Missiles. 


EXPECT END OF BOAT 
EARLY IN BATTLE 


Officers Chiefly Interest- 
ed in Tests on Radio- 
Controlled Vessel Sched- 
uled for June 28. 


Langley Field, Va., June °0.—The 
greatest fleet of air fighting ma- 
chines ever gathered in the United 
States in-time of peace is resting 
here tonight ready to “hop” from 
the field tomorro in an effort to 
demonstrate that capital battle- 
ships cannot withstand an air at- 
tack, 

Across Hamptott Roads at the na- 
val base several score of Uncle Sam’s 
air boats are tuned up to take first 
action in the bombing of the ex- 
German submarine U-117,.wWhich is 
to take place tomorrow off the Vir- 
ginia capes. The vanguard of at- 
tacking planes will reach the tar- 
get, 50 miles east of Cape Charles at 
9 a mM. none but navy machines 
participating in the opening attack. 

Immediately behind the leading 
Scouts will fly nine planes af the 
F-5-L, type, each of which will car- 
ry four bombs slung in its carriage. 
A torpedo plane division of five 
Martinbombers will follow with six 
bombers éach to releasé,

the Japanese government would 
necessarily be of a nature unobjec- 
tionable to America.

“MISSING BANKER 


IN SAN ANTONIO 


Reports From Macon Say 
That. Effort Will Be 


Made to Place Him Un- 


der Arrest At Once. 


WAS HEAD OF CHAIN 
OF BANKS IN GEORGIA 


Disappeared on Eve of. 
Crash of Financial Insti-! 


tutions, Leaving Large 
Indebtedness Here. 


Jéhn D. Walker, formerly of Spar- 
ta and fornter leader in political, re- 
ligious and financial affairs of the 
state, who disappeared nearly three 
years ago on the eve ofa crash of 
his financial institutions, leaving 
an indebtedness in the neighborhood 
of three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars, is now in San Antonio, Texas, 
where efforts to arrest him on a 
warrant charging mishandling of 
bank funds will be made. 

This information was contained in 
news dispatches from Macon Mon- 
day night. It was stated there that 
Walker’s attorney, A. O. Park, is 
practically certain that Walker is 
living in San -Antonio, but does not 
know his exact address. A San An- 
tonio attorney by the name of T. H. 
Huger is sa:d to know exactly 
where Walker is to be found, and 
through him efforts will be insti- 
tuted to place the former Sparta 
financier under arrest. 


Held High Position. 


Walker was formerly state sen- 
ator, lay leader of the North Geor- 
gia Methodist conference, treasurer 
of the Preachers’ Aid gociety of that 
conference, head of tHe Walker Fi- 
nancing and Securities corporation, 
‘and treasurer for at least ome na- 
tional democratic campaign in Geor- 
, Sia. 

He was a member of the state 
senate of 1915-?6 was conspic¥ous as 
a senate leader at that time in much 
of the reform legislation under way, 
and generally occupied a position of 
a great exponent of high morality 
in the Methodist church. 

About three years ago, while head 
of a chain of banks, numbering 
about 50, and president of the cen- 
tral financing corporation throhgh 
which the small banks were or- 
ganized, Walker suddenly disap- 
peared, subsequent to reports of do- 
mestic troubles said.to have been 
the outgrowth of” his discover in 
compromistmg situation with a mar- 
ried woman of considerable promi- 
nence. Immediately after his dis- 
appearance it developed that his fi- 
nancial and banking schemes were 
all in serious predicament, due to 
confused accounts, alleged manipu- 
lations, and a shortage of cash. 

Crash Was Prevented. 

Strenuous efforts were made by 
state officials and attorneys repre- 
senting the banking interests to 
nurse along the practically defunct 
institutions in such a way as to 
prevent a general crash which, at 
that time, would undoubtedly have

The police faction won the first 
brush when council decided to vote 
on the majority report section by 
section.

“But through the farm demonstra- 
tion agents, the institution is at- 
tempting to duplicate the work of 
this department and would have 
the legislature abolish our market- 
ing department, which has‘ accom- 
plished much in its work for the 
farmers.” 

Ready for Fight. 

‘If a fight ‘is’ wanted to decide 
whether this department will direct 
the development of marketing of 
products throughout the state, then 
I say let it come and be decided. 
The demonstration agents are sup- 
posed to advance the best methods 
of cultivation and should not at- 
tempt to duplicate our work,” he 
continued. 

“T believe in working in perfect 
co-operation with the state school 
and have always so directed my 
efforts. But the farm bureau fed- 
eration is attempting to subordinate 
the market bureau work, take it 
from this department, and place it 
under the influence and _ indirect 
management of the federal depart- 
ment, 

“Of course,’ we will fight this 
move,” he said, “and the farmers 
of Georgia are behind our depart- 
ment.”’ 

Regarding the capital removal bill, 
Frank Hooper, chairman of the At- 
lanta committee, announced Monday 
night that Atlanta would wage an 
active fight against the attempt ot 
the Macon organization. The Capi- 
tal Removal aseociation has planned 
to make its strongest contest for 
the capital this summer, and it has 
béen rumored that an agreement 
was reached at the last session 
Which would prevent Atlanta op- 
posing the bill to be introduced at 
the next eession.

Resulting in damages estimated at 
$20,000, fire early Mondav afternoon, 
which originated in a “picking” ma- 
chine destroyed the local recondi- 
tioning plantofthe Liverpool Cot- 
ton company, fronting on Nelson 
and Elliott streets and the Southern 
railroad trackage. According to 
Roff Sims, manager of the concern, 
the loss was covered by insurance. 

The building, a one-story frame 
structure, containing about. 150 
bales of cotton,’ burned rapidly, qand 
the blaze was made spectactlar 
when the fire began to consume the 


cotton. At times the flames mount- 
ed to a height of 50 and ia feet. 
Firemen struggled for 45 minutes 


before getting the conflagration un- 


der control. There were no adjoin- 
ing buildings, but a nearby frame 
residence was vacated by the occu- 
pants tor fear the intense heat 
would set it afire. 

Following the fire, Mr. -Sims 
strongly criticised the methods of 
the fire department in handling the 
blaze. The firemen were scored for 
what he considered poor judgment. 

“The fire started in what is known 
as a ‘pickin’ machine, which works 
somewhat on the same principle as 
a cotton gin,” he said. “The blaze 
was possibly started by friction 
because of sand or some other for~ 
eign substance in the cotton. The 
machine is a very small apparatus. 
and the flames had just spread to 
some cotton lying nearby on the 
fleor when the fire men arrived. In- 


1 destroyed ‘the reconditioning plan‘ of 


stead of entering the building and 
extingiushing the flames, which 
could have been . accomplished 
quickly, they went to the rear of 
the building and began pumping 
water on the walls—before the 
building itself had caught fire.” 

Owing to the compactness of the 
bales, they were only partly burned. 
For hours after the flames were 
out, they smouldered. The build- 
ing itself was totally destroved. 

The cotton damaged in the fire 
belonged to other parties, accordins 
to Mr. Sims. About $2.000 worth of 
machinery and equipment were de- 
stroyed. 

The cotton concern was located 
only a short distance from an old 
colonial residence, located on Nel- 
son street, which was once used by 
Sherman as military headquarters.

TARGEST SHIPS G0 
TO PACIFIC FLEET 


Battleships California and 

Maryland Will Leave 
Atlantic for the West 
Coast. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, June 20.—By the new 
allocation of American war vessels, 
just announced by Secretary Denby, 
America’s largest and newest bat- 
tleships, the California and the 
Maryland, will be assigned to the 
Pacific fleet. 

This is part of a new naval policy 
which not only strengthens the 
United States defense on the west 
coast, by the addition of a new 
first-line battleship, but also in- 
créases the tactical value of the 
Pacific fleet by making it a homo- 
genous oOil-burning force. With all 
the Pacific vessels burning oil, they 
will be capable of a wider cruising 
radius, and will contain more space 
for guns, ammunition, etc. 


Under’ the redistribution an- 
nounced- by Denby, four coal-burn- 
ing vessels—the New York, Texas, 
Wyoming and Arkansas—wil] be 
transferred from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. Four oil burners—the Ari- 
zona, Nevada, Oklahoma and Mary- 
land—will be shiftea from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 

The transposition of the coal and 
Oil-burning dreadnaughts will re- 
Sult in a material saving in fuel. 
Coal On the Pacific coast is approx- 
imately $9 a ton higher than on 
the Atlantic coast, while fuel oil on 
the west coast is at reast 331-3 per 
cent cheaper than on the east coast. 

In. reapportioning the navy, Secre- 
tary Denby. followed a policy fore- 
cast by the United News—namely, 
that of increasing the Pacific 
Strength by adding more powerful 
Ships rather than by any great in- 
crease in the number of ships. The 
present policy of maintaining two 
fleets will be continued, witH the 
Atlantic and Paéific ships uniting 
for about three months each year 
for combined tactical maneuvers. 

Atlantic Fleet—Pensylvania (flag- 
ship of Admiral Hilary Jones, com- 
mander of Atlantic fleet), Wyoming, 
New York, Texas, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, North Dakota and the Dela- 
ware. 

Pacific Pleet—California (flagship 
of Admiral E. W.'Eberle, command- 
er of Pacific fleet), New Mexico, 
Idaho, Tennessee, Mississippi, Mary- 
land, Oklahoma and Nevada. 

Thus, the Pacific battleships will 
have a combined displacement of 
279,600 tons; the total displacement 
of the Atlantic dreaanaughts will 
be 199,225 tons. :

Permission to. Use 
Beer for Medicine 
To Be Given Soon

Washington, June 20.—Regula- 
tions governing the use of beer as 
meditine will be issued shortly, ac- 
cording to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon, unless prohibitionists 
can agree among themselves and 
put: through congress a law to for- 
bid it. 

Use of beer as medicine -is per- 
missable undef a ruling handed 
down by A.°*Mitchell Palmer when 
he was attorney-general, whien his 
succéssors have declinéd to revoke. 
But the isstance of regulations 
which would have put Palmer's rul- 
ing into effect has+ been held up, 
first until new officials were install- 
ed im the bureau of Mmternal -reve- 
nue, and lately because prohibition- 
ists asked it. It would be. futile, 
they said, to permit. the manufac- 
ture beer because of the impending 
passage of the Volstead supple- 
mental prohibition bill. . 

The new Volstead bill, however, 
is not yet passed, and its propo- 
nents, in and out of congress, have 
been wrangling among themselves. 
Treasury department officials as a 
consequence are preparing to issue 
the regulations. These would say 
under what conditions and in what 
quantities persons might be per- 
mitted to have beer as medicine. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, of the anti- 
saloon league; S. C. Dinwiddie, of 
the National “Temperance bureau, 
and others, appeared before the 
house rules committee Monday to 
urge prompt enactment of the anti- 
beer bill. At the same time repre- 
sentative Campbell, of Kansas, 
chairman of the committee, attack- 
ed unnamed . prohibitionists for 
threatening his political defeat be- 
cause he insisted on holding hear- 
ings on the bill. Its supporters 
wanted it passed without additional 
hearings. 

“This is a free country,” said 
Campbell. “I thought I was acting 
wisely in giving hearings to reputa- 
ble business men to oppose certain 
provisions of the bill. I did this, 
and now find that I and other mem- 
bers of the committee have been 
threatened with political 

“This comes with poor grace from 
men who recently have taken up

— The 
federal board for vocational educa- 
tion does not cantemplate large pur- 
chase of land to use as farm homes 
for disabled trained soldiers, al- 


though the board is interested in 
the location of lands and the reason- 
ableness of prices where the tracts 
offer an opportunity for the rehabili- 
tation of trainees in land which theg 
may acquire to their advantage and 
with prospects for permanent homes. 
This information was given out to- 
day by Director Uel W. Lamkin, of 
the board, following up various re- 
ports on plans to purchase tracts 
of land in the southeast. 

A recent investigation was made 
in district No. 5,of the board, cover- 
ing Georgia, ennessee, Florida, 
North and South Carolina, by Dr. 
Walter J. Quick and Elmer C, Naeh, 
agricultural training officers of the 
board, and M. Bryson, district vo- 
cational officer with headquarters at 
Atlanta. They were assigned for an 
investigation of lands and opportu- 
nities for colonization of settlement 
projects recently presénted to the 
board from the Carolinas. 

Director Lamkin stated that from 
an actual interview with each of 
the men training in agricultural 
colleges those desiring to secure 
land urMer satisfactory conditions 
are as follows. Florida, 56 per cent;

OIL MEN PROTES 
NEW MEXICAN TAK 


Washington, June 20.—A group of 
oil operators who called at the 
state department today to protest 
against the recent increase in ex- 
port taxes on petroleum in Mexico, 
was assured by Secretary Hughes 
that he would give the subject care- 
ful consideration. 

The right of Mexico to collect the 
new taxes, which amount to an in- 
crease of 25 per cent, was chal- 
lenged by the representatives of 
practically every American compa- 
ny operating in Mexico. Actimg in 
concert they placed before the sec- 
retary a memorandum setting forth 
the history of oil taxation by the 
different administrations that have 
ruled Mexico since the overthrow 
of Porfirio Diaz, expressed. their 
opinion that in the latest levy un- 
fairness and injustice had been dis- 
played, and asserted their convic- 
tion that not only was the tax an 
indication of an intention to con- 
fiseate their properties, but that it 
was illegally -imposed, 

Secretary Hughes asked them to

Chicago, June 20.—Canal street, 
“The Street of the Unemployed,” is 
almost deserted. 

Only downright bums and profes- 
sional hobos are left. :

They're at work! 

Listen to the veteran employment 
manager, Alex A. Johnson, who has 
hired men on “the street” for 
twenty-six years. 

“Oh, yes, United News reporter. 
Back again, I see. Different than it 
was three months ago when you 
were here before, ain’t it? 

“Well, sir, I can’t get enough help 
now. Nobody can down here. Of 
course, I mean good help. The only 
ones left around here and over 
along West Madison street are 
bums. They’re no good—won't 
work. 

‘“Kansas wants help badly right 
now. Can use all the men I can get. 
Illinois has started haying. The 
lumber camps of Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan will need many 
men in a few weeks when log-cut- 
ting and bark-peeling start.

It will also simplity 
the problem of supervision, and allow for 
a reasonable amount of segregation of boys 
of* various ages and needs.

Supervision—It "is recommended that the 
teacher act as matron for one of the girls’ 
dormitories at night. It is possible with 
so much extra space that a room could be 
built between the two girls’ dormitories so 
that the one matron could be close to both 
groups of girls. 

3. It is recommended that the board offer 
a salary which will induce a competent 
trained man to take the position as super- 
intendent in direct charge on the place. 

4. That arrangement be made to send the 
children to the public school next year and 
the home school be abandoned permanently.

The 
intent of the law is to place the 
responsibility for action upon the 
board of the institution and the 
local community, after the facts 
have been revealed by our inspec- 
tions, reports, and recommenda- 
tions. 

“If we find, upon our next in- 
spection that conditions remain as 
found this spring, we shall include 
them in our annual report on this 
institution which will be published 
and given to the press, as was the 
report last year.”

Riga, June 20.—Honors seth as 
are usually accorded to royalty or 
to officials of high rank were giv- 
en the Dutch steamer Alexander 
Polden when she arrived at Petro- 
grad recently, says the newspaper 
Izvestia of Moscow. The steamer 
brought the first cargo of fvod 
that has entered the harbor for 
about three years, and as she pass- 
ed Kronstadt she was saluted by 
the battleship Marat, while Russian 
Sailors lined the decks and cheered. 
The Dutch captain dipped his colors 
while the ship’s band played, and 
the vessel steamed direct to the 
pier and began to unload her cargo 
of herring.

Washington, June 20.—The John- 
son bill to permit aliens who saiied 
on or before June 8, last, to land at 
American ports was passed late to- 
day by the house. The excess ad- 
mitted over the June quota estab- 
lished under the percentage immi- 
gration law would be charged olf 
against later monthly quotas. The 
measure was taken up by a vote of 
171 to 70 under suspension of the 
rules. 

The number which the measure 
would permit to enter the United 
States at this time is estimated at 
approximately 10,000. The bill now 
goes to the senate, :

Johnson, of the immigration com- 
mittee, declared the measure should 
be pressed to relieve congestion ,at 
various par@s, especially New York. 

The bill was opposed by Repre- 
sentatives Boi, Texas, and Baker, 
California, democratic members of 
the immigration committee.

Rocker declared ten million aliens 
were seeking admission to. the 
United States where ‘‘five million 
are Out of work.”

RIGHTING ITSELF. 

That the overagitated so-called 
“Japanese situation” is righting it- 
self, as The Constitution repeated- 
ly has predicted it would, is indi- 
cate@ by recent Washington dis- 
patches relgtive to the movements 
of the state department. 

Secretary Hughes, according to 
the more recent news reports, “has 
begun parleys with Japan” having 
for their objective a settlement of 
all points of difference pertaining 
to our relations with the Nippon- 
ese empire. 

The fact that these discussions 
have been under way long enough 
to permit of their being made pub- 
lic with safety is reassuring; and 
the further fact that they were ini- 
tiated by Japan herself is doubly 
80. 
That the parleys have been going 
on for some time indicates that the 
progress being made is satisfactory 
and portends a mutually agreeable 
conclusion; and that Japan took 
the initiative in bringing them 
about is gratifying evidence of her 
sincerity of purpose and her de- 
sire, first, to compose all differ- 
ences by peaceful and amicable 
means; second, to iron out the 
rough spots during one series of 
negotiations so that when the proc- 
ess is completed the diplomatic 
slate will be clean. 

There is not now, and never has 
been any issue between these two 
countries presenting anything re- 
sembling a formidable barrier to 
friendly adjustments, despite the 
efforts of the radical “yellow-peril” 
agitators and jingoist calamity 
howlers of both nations to make 
appearances otherwise. 

Japan seems to want only to be 
fair in its dealings with the United 
States, expecting only fair- treat- 
ment and just consideration in re- 
tlrn; and, the position reversed, 
certainly that applies to the United 
States. 

A conference engaged in by two 
parties, each demanding only what 
is right and both open-minded and 
seeking only justice, cannot be 
otherwise than successful; and so 
it will be in this instance, unless 
ajl reports and other indications 
prove to have been grossly mis- 
leading.

And the lesson of the “pulling 
power” of advertising, as business 
should be advertised, is the one 
which, if well-learned, will enable 
them to “branch out,” and broaden 
their business activities. 


THE TAX DODGERS. 

| Honest and public-spirited busi- 
ness men and patriotic citizens 
generally will commend the treas- 
ury department in its announced 
intention soon to launch an ag- 
gressive crusade against internal 
revenue tax evaders, who, it is 
officially estimated, are withhold- 
ing in the neighborhood of half a 
billion of dollars that rightfully be- 
longs in the federal till. 

The tax-dodger is entitled to no 
sympathy from any quarter. 

He is a man who enjoys, and 
wants to continue to enjoy, protec- 
tion of the government without 
paying for it. He wants some- 
thing for nothing. 

His position in society is analo- 
gous to that of the theater patron 
who slips unnoticed past the door- 
keeper and gets the benefit of the 
‘performance without having bought 
a ticket. 

In the last analysis he is a thief 
—a thief who steals from his hon- 
est fellow-citizens the benefits that 
accrue from American citizenship 
and the protection of the American 
flag! 

The $590,000 that, according to 

the commissioner of internal reve 
nue, tax-dodging citizens and firms 
have failed to pay in legitimate 
taxes due represents just that 
much money that other citizens 
and business.firms have had to pay 
to enable this country to meet its 
obligations. 
Therefore, the fact that a com- 
paratively few have been selfish 
and unpatriotic and _ dishonest 
enough to dodge the tax-gatherer 
or to make false returns on their 
incomes, taxable sales of merchan- 
dise, etc., simply makes the bur- 
den of supporting the government 
proportionately more heavy on 
the many who are honest and 
square in their dealings with 
Uncle Sam. 

In announcing the government’s 
purpose, Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner David H. Blair made a 
public statement to the effect 
that— 


“Where evidence is discovered 
tending to show wilful evasion or 
refusal to collect and pay the tax, 
the policy will be to enter prosecu- 
tions and urge the imposition of ex- 
treme penalties.” | 

It is unjust for any citizen to 
have to bear another citizen’s 
share of the expenses of govern- 
ment; and the country at large 
will heartily co-operate with the 
government in its efforts to bring 
all such citizens and tax-dodging 
corporations to a strict accounting.

What to Carry on That Vacation. 

At this time of year many read- 
ers g§0 away on camping or auto- 
mobile trips and wish to know what 
they should carry in the emergenzy 
outfit. 

For the benefit of campers and 
vacationists who meerly desire to 
be equipped to care for everyday 
emergencies the following list is 


suggested: 

1. Tincture of iodine (U. S. 
one ounce. 

2. Absorbent cotton, one 45-ounce 
carton. 

3. Sterile gauze, three 
folds in sealed envelopes. 

4. Gauze bandages 11-inch, 2-inch, 
3-inch, two of each. 

5. Zince oxid adhesive plaster, 1- 
inch by 5-yards, on spool. 

6. Flexible collodion (U. S. P.), 1 
ounce. 

7. Alcohol, one-half pint. 

8. Boric acid powder, 
pound, 

9. Sterile petrolatum, two 1-ounce 
tubes. 

10. Freshly prepared cold cream, 
two l1-ounce tubes. 

Aromatic spirits of ammonia 

(U. S. P.), 2 ounces. 

12. Seidlitz powders (U. S. P.), 1 
dozen in tin. 

13. Phenolphthalein,

14. Copper sulphate, 
grain tablets.

Retaining 
dressings and protecting or drawing 
wounds together in lieu of stitch- 
ing; 6 Sealing over fresh cuts in 
place of uncleanly plaster; 7.

The New Greek Offensive 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


The new Greek offensive in Asia 
Minor, which ig forecast by all for- 
eign dispatches, has two totally 
different phases. On the Greek side, 


it represents an expression of ex- 
treme nationalism, tne desire among 
Hellenic patriots for an extension 
of their frontiers into regions in 
Greek influ- 
ence and Greek tulture were su- 
preme. Thus, in its immediate cir- 
cumstances the Anatolian adventure 
is to be compared with the Polish 
effort to acquire Upper Silesia. 


But exactly as the world has dis- 
covered the French influence behind 
the Polish ambition, it now will 
perceive LDritish imperialism, only 
partially disguised, behind Greek pa- 
triotism. Lack of the question of 


Greek expansion in Asia Minor lies 
the far more significant problem of 
the control of Constantinople and 
the entrances to the Black Sea. 
Locked up in the dispute between 
the Turks and the Greeks over 
Smyrna and its hinterland is the 
vaster rivalry of the European na- 
tions at the Dardenelles and the 
Bosporus. In a word, in the pres- 
ent incident the old eastern ques- 
tion is again raised. 

As to Greek claims in Anatolia, 
they certainly represent a respecta- 


ble and highly legitimate patriotic 
purpose. The western shore of the 
Aegan was the battleground be- 
tween the Greeks and the Persians 
at the dawn of history. Through- 
out the more prosperous period of 
the iIsyzantine empire, not only 
were Constantinople and the straits 
ruled by the Greek emperors, but 
the frontiers of this empire extend- 
ed to the eastern boundaries of 
what is left of the Turkish em- 
pire. Today, still, the coast cities 
and towns and the trade of 
whole region are in Greek hands 
and the Hellenic fraction in the 
population of Constantinople is the 
most considerable. 


Greék Claims Recognised, 
At Paris, Greek aspirations were 
generously recognized both in Eu- 


rope and in Asia. The frontiers of 
Greater Greece were extended to 
the vicinity of the walls of Con- 
stantinople in Europe and under the 
mandate fiction, Greece was author- 
ized to occupy much of the hinter- 
land of Smyrna and Igrusa stretch- 
ing eastward toward the northern 
section of the Bagdad railway. As 
the eastern boundaries were drawn 
at Paris, and thanks to the genius 
and influence of Venizelos, Greece 


emerged a considerable power, with 
a brilliant future outlined 

But in reality the success of 
Greece had been due primarily to 


the fact that Greece had been adopt- 
ed as the agent of Great Britain in 
the Near East. British policy has 
always opposed the establishment 
of a great power at Constantinople. 
All through the last century Eng- 
lish policy played the Turk against 
the Russian and the persistence of 
the Osmali rule up to our own day 
and the presence of the “Sick Man” 
in Europe, are explicable only in 
terms of British interest. 

In the world war, however, the 
course of the Turk and his ultimate 
collapse led to a change in British 
opinion. Certainly during the war 
the British interest in the question 
of the straits was well established 
by the fatal Gallipoli campaign; 
which cost Britain 100,000 dead, 
locked up 400,000 troops at the crit- 
ical period of the offensives of 1915 
and contributed largely to the pro- 
longation of the war in Europe. Had 
Sir John French had the men and 
the munitions wasted at Gallipoli 
the western operations of 1915 might 
have had a far more prosperous 


history. lA 
New British Agent. 

With the Turk eliminated as a 
possible British agent in the Near 
East, however, British statesmen 
turned naturally to find a substi- 
tute. Since the British desired two 
things, to» prevent any other power 
from _ establishing itself at he Gol- 
den Horn, ha is, any great power, 
and ince they were equally anxious 
to avoid the costs of providing a 
British army to garrison this trou- 
bled region the Greek solution was 
the best that could be discovered. 
Here, in fact, is the explanation of 
Greek success at Paris. 

The fall of Venizelos, however. 
changed the face of things. Neither 
the French nor the Italians were 
reconciled to British predominance 
at Byzantium, both the French and 
the Italians looked with frank dis- 
approval upon Greek expansion. the 
French both because they recognized 
Snyace as the agent of England and 


the | 


because, when Constantine to Ath- 
ens returned, they saw in him the 
old enemy of the war, the Italians, 
because Greece was their commer- 
cial rival in all the Neast Eeast and 
every addition to Greek territory 
and population represented a loss 
for themselves. 

France, too, had practical rea- 
sons for opposing Greek expansion 
at the expense of Turkey. In Syria 
French acquisitions were adjacent to 


territory still Turkish, and French 
aspirations in Cilicia, led to sharp 
fighting between Turkish and French 
troops. The last thing France de- 
sired was to wage another war in 
the Near East, and the best way out 
seemed to Paris to change front in 
the matter of Turkey, _ sacrifice 
Greek claims to French security. 
Thus the French and the Italians 
from somewhat different reasons, 
found it advantageous to play the 


Turkish game, while the British 
supported the Greeks. Here is an 
amusing repretition of the Upper 
Silesian affair, in which the French 
backed the Poles and the British 
and Italians the Germans. FEucour- 
aged by the division in allied ranks 
the Turks refused to sign the treaty 
of Sevres, which gave Anatolian 
lands to Greece and in due course 
of time there was a Greek offensive, 
reminiscent of the Polish drive to 
Kiev a year ago, and having equal- 
ly disastrous consequences. 

Backed By British. 

Now the Greek jis going to try 
again. Apparently the Brishish mean 
to back him, now with men but 
with money and munitions and with 
the British fleet. And the old op- 
position in Rome and Paris is be- 
ginning to flame up again. British 
imperialism, so-called, in Asia Mi- 
nor, is just as unpopular in Paris 
as French imperialism, so charac- 
terized, in western Russia orf east- 
ern Germany is in London. The 
Greek claims in Asia Minor are 
wholly respectable, Smyrna is in 
reality a Hellenic city and always 
has been, so are the Polish aspira- 
tions in much of Upper Silesia, but 
the merits of national aspirations 
have little to do with either ques- 
tion. 

American observers of foreign af- 
fairs should see the new phase of 
the eastern question clearly. The 


underlying fact is that Great Britain 
is seeking to control the Dardan- 
elles and the Bosporus, as she con- 
trols Suez and Gibraltar. She is 
taking advantage of Greek aspira- 
tions to obtain an army and an 
agent. If Freece is successful in 
her forthcoming campaign, British 
contro] of the entrance to the Black 
Sea, the gateway to south Russia 
and all] the oil regions of the Pa- 
tum area will be absolute. Thus 
Greek patriotic sentiment supplies 
Britain with the raw material of 
imperialism. 

Meantime we may expect to have 
interesting echoes from Paris and 
Rome. One consequence of the Brit- 
shi support of the Greeks against 
the Turks will probahly be a Turk- 
ish attack upon the Fftench in Syria, 
despite a recent agreement in which 
France sacrificed her Cilician claim 
to obtain peace. But even this 
would not disturb the British. who 
would find little cause for regret 
if France were compelled to evacu- 
ate Svria, at the moment British 
control in Constantinople were made 
secure. Such evacuation would dis- 
pose of the last British rival in 
the Near Fast. So the Greek oper- 
ation may kill two birds with one 
stone.

Although electioneering on behalf 
of Lewis ha® been in progress here 
forthe last week, his announcement 
came as a surprise to many of the 
delegates.

Washington, June 20.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Although 
tremendous strides have been made 
in education during the past ten 
years in Georgia figures just issued 
by the bureau of the census giving 


the percentage of illiteracy by 
counties for both white people and 
negroes show that there is still a 
fertile field for educational ad- 
vancement. 

An illiterate, as defined in the 
census, is a person ten years of age 
or over who is unable to write 
either in English or any other tan- 
guage. The percentages are based 
on the total population ten years 
of age and over, or total native 
white, or total negro as the case 
may be. 

The following table shows the 
percentage of illiteracy in the coun- 
ties of Georgia according to the 
returns of the Fourteenth census, 
which was taken in JanYary, 1920, 
but which has just been compiled 
for publication.

DOWNWARD WAVE 
STRIKES MARKET 


Many Shares Driven to 
Lowest Levels Reached 
in From Five to Twen- 
ty Years. 


New York, June 20.—Another 
wave of liquidation swept the 
stock market today. Many impor- 
tant shares were driven to lowest 
quotations for five to twenty years. 
The decline was more embracing 
and violent than any movement last 
week. Confident operations’ of the 
short interest contributed to the 
demoralization. 

Investment rails figured conspic- 
uously. Canadian Pacific extended 
last Saturday’s break of 5 points 
with an additional! loss of 4 points 
to 101, its minimum quotations 
since 1901. 

Other gilt-edged rails, notably 
Union Pacific, Reading and Norfolk 
and Western, together with a score 
of junior and reorganized issues, 
forfeited 1 to 4 points. 

Greatest weakness’ was manifest- 
ed, however, by steel, railway equip- 
ments, oils, motors, shippings, to- 
baccos and the fod group. Sears- 
Roebuck, May department stores 
and Famous Players helped to swell 
the reaction which culminated with 
ahother break in Mexican Petro- 
leum. U. S. Steel made its lowest of 
five years in the final dealings, fall- 
ing to 71, a loss of 31-8 points. 

Call money opened at 51-2 per 
cent, but eased to 5 toward the 
close. Time rates were quotably 
unchanged, but offerings were 
searce. Foreign exchanges were 
mixed. British, French, Belgian and 
German rates eased, but Dutch, 
Italian, Swiss, Scandinavian and 
Central European bills held firm to 
strong. : 

Liberty bonds and most foreign 
war flotations were not materially 
affected by the weakness of stocks, 
but domestic rails, especially con- 
vertible bonds, were heavy. Total 
sales par value, $12,450,000.

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‘COMPANY’ UNIONS 


10 BE DISCUSSED 


Victory by Pullman Com- 
pany Considered De- 
cided Victory for Open- 
Shop Advocates. 


BY ALEXANDER R. JONES. 
United News Staff Correspondent. 


Chicago, June 20,—A decision of 
far-reaching importance in the 
Capital-labor nreeare on the closed 
shop question will be handed down 
by the railroad labor board Tues- 
day, when announcement will be 
made of the findings in the con- 
troversy between the unions and 
the Pullman Car company. : 

This decision will settle whether 
a company union—one of the indus- 
trial organizations formed at the 
instigation of a company itself—is 
the proper representation of the 
employees, or whether a craft union 
affiMiated with organized labor, is 
the mouthpiece of the men. 

Comyany Unlons. 

The “company union.” whicn 
many large industries, including 
the big packers, are trying to foria 
in opposition to the American bed- 
eration of Labor unions, is being 
bitterly fought by the union lead- 
ers. 

The Pullman Car company ig the 
only railroad industriai with such 
a union. This company i8 aiso 
highiy unionized by the American 
Federation of Labor railroad de- 
partment organizations. ; 

So the decision in this case will 
determiné whether: (1) That the 
company union igs the real repre- 
sentative of the men and the open 
shop is the best urrangement, or 
(2) That the organized labor union 
is the spokesman for employees 
and the closed shop the proper 
condition. 

The controversy started when the 
Pullman company, employing about 
5.000 men, insisted that its em- 
ployees were not properly repre- 
sented before the board on wage 
and working rules controversies. 
The majority of its employees, it 
stated, were members of the com- 
pany “democracy” and not subject 
to the leadership of the shop craft 
union léaders. 

The decision in this case will con- 
elder where the majority of em- 

Inyees line up in affliations, it was 
earaee Monday. If the majorty of 
the employees belong to the shop 
crafts, all of the employees will 
be governed by its leaders. 

A decision in favor of the Pull- 
man company would be the biggest 
wpen shop victory in years. 

Grent Importance. 

“The Pullman decision will be of 
great importance,” a member of the 
poard told the United News, | It 
is a highly complicated question. 
The board ruled before, and did so 
again today, that the representa- 
tives of the majority of the men in 
one chaft may go ahead and draw 
up werking rules with a railroad. 
If the unionists are in the majority. 
in the Pullman shops it is reason- 
able to presume that the A. F. of L. 
leaders are their proper representa- 
tives. 

It can be stated that when the 
board hands down its big wage de- 
cision early next week, that it will 
not provide for anything in excess 
of the $400,000,000 slash—approx!- 
mately 12 per cent of present wages 
—announced June 1. It will merely 
add other railroads to the list 
granted cuts on June 1, The re- 
ductions will take effect July Il, 
but the announcement of the total 
list of railroads affected will be 
made before that date. 

“Our addendum to the June 1 
decision is about ready,” a board 
member said. “It will not add any 
cuts in wages to the approximate 
12 per cent already announced. It 
will add railroads to the list af- 
fected, and classes of employees 
not included in announcements of 
June 1 to the railroads already 

nted cuts”

Spiritual Values 
Are World Hope, 
States Coolidge 


Amhurst, Mass., June 20.—Spirit- 
ual values are the only reliance of 
the world in trying to meet present 
problems, Vice President Calvin 
Coolidge said in an addres@ at the 
opening exercises of the centennial 
celebration of Amhurst College to- 
day. The work of the world will 
not be done. he said, “unless it is 
done from a motive of righteous- 
ness.” 

After recalling that Amhurst col- 
lege was founded for the purpose 
of “civilizing and evangelizing the 
world by the classical education 
ef indigent young men of piety and 
talent.” Vice President Coolidge 
said: 
" “Individuals and nations are at 
the present time afflicted with great 
burdens. AS a result of the read- 
justment which has taken place dur- 
ing the last year, men find their re- 
sources very much impaired. with 
no corresponding reduction of their 
expenses. Often times both capi- 
tal and credit have been entirely 
exhausted. The nations of the earth 
are struggling under a great load of 
debt incurred and resulting from 
the war. The raising of sufficient 
revenues to meet the cost of gov- 
ernment is not only a revious bur- 
den, but im some cases has not yet 
been found possible. 

“The question that confronts us 
on every hand, whether in the con- 
sideration of private or public in- 
terests, is how these burdens can 
be borne. It can scarcely pe said 
that they should be borne solely in 
order to secure a resulting pros- 

rity. 
penThe world must look for some- 
thing more than prosperity in the 
present situation. The individual 
must look for something more than 
wages and profits for his compen- 
sation, Unless this satisfaction can 
be found by proceeding in the way 
of right and truth and justice, the 
search for it will fail. The material 
things of life cannot stand alone. 
Uniess they are sustained by the 
spiritual things of life, they are 
not sustained at alk The work of 
the world will not be done unless 
it is done from motive of righteous- 


ness.”
